Eyes, when yeu ſee the ſame Diſorders in our Churches, 
as were in the Churchof Corinth, end reclaim you from 
them : Or, if it be a Means of removing the Prejudice 
of your Mind againſt Things of a ſerious Nature, 
when you find there were the ſame Irregularities 
in the Church of Corinth (at the ſame Time that the 
Fruits of the Spirit were evidently amongſ} them ) as 
are amoneft us at this Day of the Grace of O D, in the 
 bopeful Converſi.n of many in our Churches: Or if it 
excite in you earneſs Prayers and longing Deſires after 
that Charity which is greater than Faith and Hope, 
which is the Life and Soul of Religion here, and the 
Happineſs of Heaven above ; let GOD have all the 
Praiſe; my End is anſwered. 


I am your Servant in the Goſpel, 
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TH O' I ſpeak with the Tongues of Men and Angels, 
an have net Charity, I am become as founding 
Braſs, or a tinkling Cymbal. 

And tho' I bade the Gift of Propheſy, and underfland all 
Myferies,and all Knowledge ; and though I have all 

2 Faith, ſo that 1could remove Mountains, and bade no 
Ctarity, 1 am nothing. 

And though I beftew all my Goods to feed the Poor, 
and tho' Igive my Body to be burned, and have not 
Charity, it prefiteth me nothing. 


HOEVER carefully reads this E- 

Piſtle of the Apiſtle to the Church of 
Corinth, and examines their State by 
what the Apoltle ſays to them, and of 
them, and then brings his Tho'ts 
down to our own Times, and the State 
of Religion amongſt us, cannot, I 


think, wall | avoid running a Parallel between Us and

Tem And the Circumſtances of Religion in Tois Land 
will in nothing appear very different, and in many 
Things will exactly reſemble Thezrrs. 


The Apoſtle Owns, and bleſſes GOD for it; That 
there was a very plentiful Effufion of the Divine 
Spirit on the Church of Corinth in his extraordinary 
Gifts, ſuch as Tongues, working Miracles, Propbeſying, 
&c. And in his common, and ſaving Graces on the 
Hearts of Believers ; enlightning and comforting their 
Souls; Chapt, r. 4. — 8th Perſe, 


And it is fully evident toevery unprejudiced Mind, 
that GOD has remarkably ſhower'd down his Spirit 
on the Churches in our Land (not indeed in his ex- 


theſe are not neceſſary for us, nor to be expected; but) 
in his cemmon and ſaving Operaticn on the Minds of 
Men, in convincing, converting, edifying and com- 
forting his People. 


But yet, It is obſervable, That in the Church of 
Corinth there was moch Contention and Divifion in 
religions Matters: They fell into diverſe Sects and 
Parties, who were too much void of Charity towards each 
other: One ſaid he was of Paul, another of Apollos, a 


Party was concern'd to exalt it ſelf, and pull down 
the other; therefore the Apoſtle expoſtulates with them 
as he does in the 11th, 12th and 13th Verſes of the iſt 
Chapter. And herein we are not unlike them: Al- 
mott endleſs are the Sects and Parties amongſt us; 
Some Followers and Admirers of one, and ſome of a 
mother; nor is there a ſmall Degree of Contention a- 
wong us : Our religious Debates are the common To- 


pick of Converſation with all. 


And then, What was naturally conſequent upon 
rhe Church of Corinth's falling into divers SeQs and 
Parties, they were guilty of a very finfal exalting thoſe 
Men who were at the Head of their Sects, above the 


Flace of i»fruments ; and ſetting them up ia the _ 


traordinary Gifts of Tongues and working Miracles; for 


third of Cephas, or Peter, a fourth of Ctrift ; and each 
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of GOD, as tho' they could impart Faith and Salva- 
tion to their Followers: Hence the Apoſtle addreſſeth 
them in the gd Chapter gth, 6th and 5th Verſes. Nor 
can weexcuſe our ſelves in this Point; for the Perſons 
of ſome have been evidently had in Admiration ; 
and they have been ſet above the Place of Means and 
Inſtruments, 


Nor was the Church of Corinth free from uncha- 
ritable Judging and Cenſuring one another; and even 
the Apoſtle himſelf was not ſpared, but fell under 
their Cenſures; and therefore he lets them know, it 
was a ſmall Matter to be judged of them or any other, 
Chapt. 4. Verſ. 3, 4, 5. And I need not ſpend Time 
to ſhow you how tar this Evil of Judging and Con- 
demning our Brother is ſpread amongſt us. 


And in the Church of Corinth there was a Diſpoſi- 
tion in many to deſpiſe and reject thoſe Minifters, who 
had been labouring amongſt them; and by whoſe Mi- 
niſtry they had believed; and to heap to themſelves 
Teachers of more Eloquence, greater Zeal and Gifts as 
they imagined : And hence the Apoſtle reproves them, 
as he does in the 13th, 14th, 15th, 16th Verſes of the 
4th Chapter. And who can be ignorant that it has 
been too much the Temper amongſt Us, to lay afde 
ſtated Miniſters of the Goſpe!, and to ſet up Novices 
without end to be our Teachers ? 


Again, Diſcipline in the Church of Corinth was al- 
moſt wholly neglected; they were grown ſo concei- 
ted of their Attainments, that they would not ſubmit 
to Order: Offenders could not be called to an Account: 
And even a notorious Fornicator was let alone: See 
the gth Chapter. And how greatly is Church-Diſci- 
pline deſtroyed in many Places with us : Some are 
grown ſo zealous and conceited of their own Graces, 
that they cannot be brought to ſubmit to the Order of 
Churches; and even deſpiſe Reproof. 


So allo in the Church of Corinth there was a Diſ- 
poſition to abuſe the Liberty of the Goſpel ; and 3 
f diſſolve 
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4 The great Duty of CHARITY 


diſſol ve the civil Relations of Life: The Wife to de- 

rt from the Husband, and the Servant to rebel a- 
gainſt the Maſter, under a Pretence of chriſtian Liberty: 
And this moved the Apoſtle to write as he did in the 
7th Chapter from the 13th to 22d Verſe, And it is 
well known there has been ſomething of this Spirit. in 


our Land: Some have been upon the Point of break- 
ing the Bands of theſe Relative Duties becauſe of Uncon- 


verſion ; the Wife to forſake the Husband, and the 
Servant diſobey his Maſter. 


Again, We may obſerve in the Church of Corinth 
an unbecoming Stiffneſs and Unyieldableneſs towards 
one another; not avoiding the Occafions of Offence to 


one anothers Conſcience, as they ought to have done; 


ſome would eat Part of thoſe Beaſts which were ſlain 
to be ſacrificed to Idols, and perhaps in the [dol's Tem- 
ple with their Worſhippers, ſaying an Idol was nothing; 
however offenſive it was to ſome others; therefore it is 
the Apoſtle gives them ſuch Directions in the 8th Chap- 
ter 10th Verſe to the end. And can we excuſe our 
ſelves in this Point ? Have we avoided giving Offence 
to one another ; and carefully abſtained from "Things 
indifferent becauſe offenfive toothers ? 


It is alſo eaſily obſerved from the Apoſtle, that there 
was too great Sparingneſs towards the Miniſters of the 
Goſpel, who imparted ſpiritual Things to them : Yea, 
it ſeems it became a Queſtion with ſome, whether they 
were oblig'd to contribute for the Support of Mini- 


ſters, ſince the Spirit was ſo plentifully poured out - And 


hence the Apoſtle anſwers them, who put the Queſtion 


to him, in the gth Chapter from Verſe 3, to 14. And it 


is too true of us in this Land (in ſome Parts of it at 
leſt) notwithſtanding all the Revival of Religion. 
There is a greater Backwardneſs to the Support of Mini- 
{ters than ever; as tho an extraordinary Degree of 
Zeal excus'd People from ſupporting their Miniſters, 


Again, In the Church of Corinth there was the Diſ- 
order of leaving the proper Buſineſs, and Calling GOD 
had put them in, and invading the Province and _— 
0 
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of another. They were gvilty of a provd, aſpiring 
Humour, which enclin'd them to ſet up for Teachers 
in the Church: And hence the Apoſtle exhorts them 
in the 7th Chapter, Ver. 20, 21. And expoſtulates 

with them with warmth in the 12th Chapter, Ver 28, 
29, 30 And who is ignorant that this has been, and 
is ſtill our Caſe? What Numbers of illiterate Teacts 
ers have thruſt themſelves into the Churches? 


Nor was the Church of Corinth free of all Pride and 
Vain-glorying in their Religious Matters: They indvl- 
ged ſpiritual Pride, and this it was that ſtirred up ſo much 
Contention. The Apoſtle tells us they were puffed up 
one againſt another, 5th Chapter 2d Y.rſe. They glo- 
ried in their Gifts and Attainments, and were forward 
to diſcover them ; ſo that many prophecied together : 
And would to GOD we had been more free from ſpi- 
ritual Pride and vain Oftentation in Religion! Who is 
ignorant ? There has been no ſmail Appearance of it 
ia the Worſhip of GOD's Houk ? | 


So alſo the Church of Corinth fell into great Irregu- 
larities and Diſorders in their religious Aſſemblies; ſe- 
veral taught and exhorted at the fame Time, The 
Women laid: aſide their female Modeſty, and ſet up to 
be Teachers in the Church: Therefore the Apoltle 
direct them as he does in the 14th Chapter from the 
30th to the 35th Verſe. And who is fo blind that he 
cannot ſee our Diſorders deſcribed as ia a Glaſs by 
the Apolile in this Chapter. 


And once more, by way of Compariſon, The Church 
of Cerinib was under the jodgments of GOD for 
theſe Things; ſee the 11th Chapter, Perſe go, gi, 32. 
And have we not reaſon to fear GOD is angry with 
us at this Day, for the many Things which have been 
amiſs; And let us conſider wherefore it is his J2dg- 
ments are ſtill continued in many ReſpeQs. 


Having thus confidered what the Apoſtle fays of 
the Church of Corinth ; I ask Liberty of my Hearers 
to make one Remark, vis. © That the Apcſtle Paul 
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« in the Judgment of ſome modern Teachers, was the 
« greateſt Oppoſer that Religion ever had; for he in 
« the firſt Place acknowledges the Operations of the 
« divine Spirit in the Church of Corinth, and then 
« proceeds to enumerate, and bear a full Teſtimony 
« againſt all the Extravagancies they were guilty of; 
« nor did he think he diſſer ved Religion by it.“ 


What I have hitherto ſaid, may ſerve both to let 

you ſee the the Reaſon of the Apoſtle his recommen- 
| ding Charity, and giving of it ſo high an Encomium; 
|

and alſo juſtify me in offering the Words read to 
your ſerious Conſideration. 


The Apoſtle allowed the Corinthians to covet ear- 
nefly the beft Gifts; but yet, ſays he, I hew you a more 
| excellent Way, 12th Chapter laſt Verſe ; a more excellent 
| Way for Peace,for Order,for Edification,and to recover 
them from their Diſorders and Confufions ; and this he 
lets us know is CHARITY : And he told them, and 
now tells us, that without Charity we are nothing : 
Notwithſtanding all our Gifts, if we have not Charit 

we are no real Chriſtians ; nothing but empty Noiſe 
| and Sound. The Doctrine I ſhall ſpeak to from the

Confider'd and Applied. . 


1. J am in the firſt Place to open the Nature of this 
Charity, the Apofle fo recommends ; and without 
which every Man, as well as he himſelf, will be no- 
thing. 

1 Tm ſenſible that Uſe and Cuſtom in theſe latter 
Days has confined the Term Charity to Alms- Deeds, or 
giving our Wealth to the Poor and diſtreſſed; and ſo it 
is only a Fruit or Effect of Charity : But that the A- 
poſtle does not intend Alms-Deeds by Charity, is evi- 
dent from the Character he gives us of it in the Ver- 
ſes following our Text; none of which can agree 
with Charity in the vulgar Senſe of the Word, and are 
compatible only with that Divine Love which is ſo of- 
ten recommended in the Goſpel. 


« CHARITY then is Love in the Goſpel-Latitude, 
« comprehending Love to GOD and our Neighbour, in 
c all the Branches of it.” 


And thls Charity or divine Love, the Apoſtle tells 
us is the Fruit of the Spirit, Gal. 5.22. A Man can- 
not poſſibly plant it in his own Soul: All his Care and 
Pains; all his religious Duties and Services; all his 
Prayers and Tears, will not of themſelves ſubdue that 
Enmity that is in the Heart to GOD, Rom. 8. 7. and 
bring the Soul to love GOD with a true Love of Com- 

lacency, and reſting in Him as a Being of Holineſs and 
Goodnels, Nothing but the Spirit of GOD can turn a 
Man from being not only an Enemy to GOD, but En- 
raity it ſelf, to love Him with his whole Soul; fo as 
to make choice of GOD for his Portion and Inheritance 
forever, and account his Favour better than Life. 
The beſt Education and the beſt Means, the moſt pi- 
ous Counſels, and the beſt Diſcourſes concerning GOD's 
- Goodneſs and Mercy can never beget this Love in us 
without the gracious Operations of the Divine Spirit on 
our Hearts, Nor can we without the Help of the 
Spirit ever love one another in a Goſpel Senſe. We 
naturally live in Hatred, Tit 3. 3. We may love as 
Publicans did of old, ſuch as were Friends to them, Mat. 
5. 46. But to love all Men, even our Enemies as our 
ſelves, is above the utmoſt ſtretch of human Nature, 
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and only the Spirit of CHRIST can enable us fo do 
ſo. | 


And this Charity the Apoſtle lets us know is a ne- 
ceſſary Conſequent and Attendant on Faith; for Faith 
works by Love, Gal. 5 6. This Love never preceede, 
bat always follows Faith: A Man cannot love as the 
Goſpel requires, before he believes in CHRIST; but if 
be does believe he will have this Charity: They can- 
not be ſeparated from each other, no more than the 
Cauſe can from the Effect: And if we have not Love, 
we may afſure our ſelves we are deſtitute of Faith. 


And, the Apoſtle informs us, That it is a fulſilling 
of the Law. (Rom. 13. 10.) in both the Tables of it. 
It inelines a Man to a diligent Attendance upon all 
the Duties, which the moral and revealed Law of 
GOD enjoin upon him towards his Maker : He loves 
to fear, obey, and ſerve Him: He loves to ſu mit to 
bis Will and attend his Worſhip, and ſpeak his 
 Fraiſe. Love to GOD makes all the Duties we owe him 
eaſy and delighttul, And as he knows the ſame GOD 
t hat requires him to fear and ſerve him, has enjoined 
it upon him, to do Juſtice to his Neighbour, to ſpeac 
the Trath, to be cautious and obliging to all: 80 
be take Pleaſure in doing ſo ; becauſe it is the Will 
of G.OD he ſhould. And he is not willing to comic 
one Duty to GOD, or his Neighbour; for Love 
tezches him none of the Commands are grievous, 


And, the Apoſtle Peter te'ls us, this Love is with. 
cut Di//imulation and Diſguiſe, 1 Pet. t. 22, It con- 
fits not in Words, or ſome courieous and obligin 
Czrriage ; but is ſeated in the Heart; and the truly 
Charitable Man is really as defirous of your Welfare, 
a: he profeſſes to be: He does not ſpeak ſmooth 
Words, whilft Gal! and Bitterneſs is in his Heart: 

2 is honeſt and upright in his Pretenfions, 

And, this Love is a great Preſervative to the Chric. 
tion againſt the Allurementz, the Flatteries, or Threats 
ef che World ; and all the Temptatio.is of Satan.

Hence the Apoſtle compares it to! a Breaf- plate, 
1 Theſſalon. . 8 which preſerves the Heart from all 
Wounds from the Enemy. And could we always 
keep this Charity in a lively Exerciſe, how would it 
keep us from the Temptations of Earth and Hell ? 


And, the Apoſtle aſſures us, That this Charity is a 
ſure Evidence of our being born of God, 1 Fobn 4. 7. 
thereby we may know whether CHRIST is formed 
within us; whether all old Things are paſſed away, 
and all Things become new within us; for none but 
the Regenerate love GOD above every thing elſe, and 
their Neighbour in fincerity as themſelves. | 


As to the Fruits and Effects of this Love: The 
Apoſtle ſets them before us in the Verſes following 


our Text ; and they well deſerve a particular confi- 
deration. 


Charity, ſaith the Apoſtle, Sufereth long; it defers 
Anger, and does not ſuffer it toon to boil up in the 
Mind, and diſcover itſelf in bitter Words, and railing 
Accuſations. The charitable Man ſets a Guard upon 
himſelf : If he has any Injuries and Abuſes offered 
him, he turns his Reſentments into Pity, and Re- 
venge into a rendering Good for Evil. 


I is Kind. It moves the Affections towards ſuch as 
need our Pity and Compaſſion : It ſoftens our Hearts 
into Compaſſion : It unlocks our Hands to diftribute 
our Wealth to ſuch as want our Alms: It does not 
ſuffer a Man to live to himſelf ; but puts him upon 
doing all the Good he can, and making himſelf as 
uſeful as poſſible to his fellow Cueatures. 


Charity, Envieth not. In the Greek (au Zela.) 
is not Zealous, (i. e) Does not burn with Bitterneſs 
towards others. Are they Richer than ourſelves ; it 
fuffers us not to be uneaſy. —— Are they endowed 
with greater Parts, or have they more Credit and 


Reputation? Charity will not ſuffer. us to be bitter to- 


wards them, as tho' they had injured us: Do they one

From us in ſome things? Charity don't allow us ta 
call for Fire from Heaven to conſume them. It will 


not ſuffer us to parſue them with Warmth and Bitter- 


neſs, Charity teacheth us Mildneſs and Gentleneſs to- 
wards them. | 


Charity vaunteth not it ſelf; or it may be render'd, 
Aces not ad raſhly. The charitable Man does not 
deſpiſe the Counſel of the Wiſe and Aged: He is not 
reſolute in his own Purpoſes, in Oppoſition to all others: 
He qneſtians himſelf, and is ready to prefer the Judg- 
ment of others to his own. 


I not puffed up: If he is Rich, he does not value 
himſelf for it, and deſpiſe the Poor; for his Heart is 
not ſet upon this World. Is he honoured and applau- 
dedin the Werld; He does not ſwell with theſe emp- 
ty Titles, for he ſces they are Vanity, — Has he grea- 
ter Gifts or Graces than others, he bleſſes GOD ſor 
them ; and does not allow himſelf to be proud of them ; 
for he knows it is by the Grace of GOD, that he is 
What he is: And he has not made himſelf to differ. 


Doth not behave it ſelf unſcemly, or indecently or 
unbeautifuilly ; but is a careful Obſerver of Order and 
Decency in all Things: It teaches Men to reverence 
the Superiour, to be courteous and kind to Equals 
and Interipurs. — The charitable Man obſerves the Di- 
rection of the Apoſtle, Chapter 14, Fer. 40. He does 


znot cry out of Order, as hurtful to Religion, and a 


-Dzgon that is tote thrown down and deſtroyed. He 
does not bring ſerlous Things into all Companies and 
Places, to be ſcoffed at and reproached. He is not 
willing to expoſe his holy Religion to the needleſs Re- 
proach of the Prophane. 


Clarity ſeeketh not ber own. This Goſpel Love does 
not ſuffer a Man to look altogether at his own Things; 
but diſpoſeth him to have regard to the Gocd of his 
Neighbour, Phil. 2. 4. And in many Things Charity 
tet ches Men to forezo their own Profit and Advan- 
tage for the Good of others, 
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Confidered and Applied. II 


Is not eaſily provoked, Charity calms the Mind, fo 
that the Paſſions are not eaſily ſtirred up and carried 
forth to wrong ObjeQs.— And could we always have 
our Love to GOD and one another in exerciſe: How 
much above theſe ſmall Injuriez and Provocations ſhould 
we be? It would not be an eaſy Matter to ſtir up An- 
ger and Revenge in our Minds : Like CHRIST we 


mould bear long and pray our heavenly Father to for- 


give ſuch as deſpitefully uſe us. 


Ir thinketh no evil: It banifhes Jealoufies and Suſpi- 
cions from the Mind. Itdoes not ſuffer us to ſuſpect 
a Man as vile and wicked; when he does not appear ſo. 
The charitable Man will not entertain low and baſe 
Thoughts cf his Neighbour, when he can think ho- 
nourably and well of him; he is careful to think the 
beſt he can. | 


Nor does the truly charitable Man rejoice when Sin 
is prevalent, and the Iniquities of Mankind abound : 
He is ſorry when Vice is practiſed openly, and Righ- 
teouſneſs is treated with Contempt: Nor is he glad at 
the Calamity of others: It is no pleaſure to him to ſee 
Men evil entreated, injured and abuſed : But he rejoi- 
ceth when the Righteous proſper, and are accounted 
honourable amongſt Men ; when Truth prevaiis in 
the Power of it: And he takes Pleaſure in the Inno- 


cent's being vindicated from all thoſe Aſperſions which 
haye been caſt on them. 


Charity beereth all things; or as it ought to be 
rendered, covereth or concealeth all things: It does not 
allow us to divulge the Errors and Miſta'ces, the 
Infirmities and the Failings of our Brother : It teach- 
eth to caſt a Mantle over them ; - that they may be 


hid from the World ; that Men may not hate and 
reproach him, | 


And the charitable Man is ready to believe all 
things wel} 'concerning his Brother : Is any thing 
ſpoke in his Praiſe and Commendation, be believes it 
true, He does not ſay, he don't think he can ſpeak

| or do ſo well: He believes all things that there may 

A | | be any Foundation for : It be lives Honeſtly, he believes 

| | Him to be ſo: If he lives like a Chriſtian, he believes 
| 


him to be ſo indeed. 


And when there ore ſome Things to ſtagger his 
Faith concerning his Brother ; yet then he keeps up 
his Zope : Is he ſpoke evil of, he hopes he is Inno- 
| cent : Does he err in ſome Things, he hopes it is 
| not wilfull : Does he fail in his Duty, he hopes not- 
| withſtanding he is a good Man, until it is too evident 
that Sin is his Delight and what he allows himſelf in. 
And it is a plain Breach of Charity, to think our 
Neighbour unconyerted and a Sinner, when his Life 

is ſuch, that we may hope he is a real Chriſtian, 
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Charity endureth all things. It diſpoſeth a Man to 
bear all Manner of ill Treatment, with Patience: 
If we haye this Love of GOD in our Hearts, how | 
eaſy will it be to be Poor and Low? Divine Love ph” 
will yeild us more Satisfaction than all the World: Wo 
How light a Thing will Reproach and Slander be, if 
we have Love in our Hearts ? How little will it af- 
fect us to be ſpoken all manner of Evil of? Love will 
make the moſt abufive Treatment eaſy. — If we have 
Charity, we ſhan't think hard to be madethe Off-(cou- 
ring of all Things ; we ſhall not greatly diſturb oar 
ſelves let Men ſay or think what they will about us. 
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And this Charity, if it be once implanted in ur 
Hearts, it will never wholly fail and die; we may 
loſe it very much as to the Exerciſe of it; but it 
never will wholly ceaſe, hut will be as a Well of - 
ter ſpringing up to cverlafting Life: When we die, 
we ſhall carry it into the other World with us. 
Faith, as it reſpects future Things, will ceaſe, and end 
in Viſion. Hepe will end alſo in Fruition. But, Charity 
will not leave us; but will abide with us throughout 
the endleſs Ages of Eternity ; and on this Account 


it is greater than Faith and Hape, v. 13. 239 
But

But I proceed, Secondly, to confider that Men may 


go great lengths in Religion and yet be veid of Chority.. 


So the Apoltle ſuppoſes in the Wo'ds under Conßde- 
ration, that he might peak with the Tongue of Men

I May mention ſome things Men may attain to, and 
yet not have this Love the Apoſtle ſpeaks of. 


A Man may be under very great Convichion for 
Fin, and have a lively Apprehenſion of his Danger, 
and the Wrath of God, which his Sins have expoſed 
him to: He may be under great Horrcr and Amagce. 
ment, ſo as to cry*out, The Pangs of Hell bave gat bold 
on me. He may cryzout in the Arguiſh and Bitterneſs 
of his Spirit : His Fleſh may tremble, and his Heart 
be ready to melt within Him, and yet be void cf 


Charity. It is granted that Conviction preceeds Cen- 


verfion ; and evangelical Love follows it: And it is 
certain, Con victione, yea very ſtrong cnes.tco, do ſome- 
times prove abortive, and don't iſſue in Converſion; 
and conſequently Love is not the conſequent . of 
them. Cain hed ſtrong ConviQtions ; ſaid, his J uniſb- 
ment was greater than he could bear. Lamech wes un- 
der great Diſtreſs for his Sin. Judas hanged himſelf 
in the ex:remity of his Horror; yet neither of them 
had the leaſt Spark of this Divine Love. Conviction 
then is not a Proof a Man has Charity. 


So alſo a Man' may reform his Life, abandon his 
former ſinful Courſes; and become ſober, grave, and 
temperate in his Actions; and yet have no Charity at 
all. There are many Things may urge a Man to 
reform his Life: A Fear of Hell, which he fees his 
Sin expoſes him to; the Uneaſigeſs of his Conſcience, 
fear of Diſgrace, or of the Puniſhment of the Mazgit- 
trate, may pat him upon a more ſober Lite; and yet 
he have no Love to GOD; and hence it is too too 
common ſuch return again to their former Ccurſe-,

like the Sow that was waſhed, to her wallowing in the 
Mire, and the Dog to his vomit ; and the evil Spirit 
returns into them again, and has more Power over 
them than ever : But if they had this Love of GOD 
in their Hearts they could not have ſo ſinned ; for 
their Seed wonld have remained in them. | 


Again, A Man may be very Zea/ous, and yet be 
Void of this evangelical Love. Zeal is nothing bat the 
Ardour of the Affections, or the engagedneſs cf the 
Powers of the Soul ; and a Man may be zealous in 
a had Cauſe, az well as a good one; and even in Re- 
ligion itſelf. A Man may be fired with Zeal, who 
is a Stranger to vital Piety, and the Love of GOD- 
The Pride of a Man's own Heart may fire his Aﬀec- 
tions, and blow him up into a burning Zeal. Educa- 
tion may inſpire a Man with a great Degree of it. 
A Man's own Intereſt may fill him with it. Thus 
Jebu was all Zeal for the Lord of Hoſts, when he 
was aQuated Ly nothing but his own ambitious Views: 
and never felt the leaſt Spark of the Fire of divine 
Love in his Heart. Who more. zealous than the 
Papiſts? And few or none in our Land have yet 
equali'd them ; but who can think many of them 
have the leaſt Love to GOD. Zeal is therefore no 
Evidence of Regeneration, and the Love of GON in 
the Soul. 


Furthermore, A Man may be greatly difireſſed and 
c-ncerned for others ; and yer have no Love to GOD 
Himself. How common is it, when Perſons are 
under Convict ons for Sin, and feeking their own 
Salvation, to look with Pity on their Friends and 
Companions, who have no ſerious Tho'tfulneſs about 
their own Souls? And theſe Perſons when they have 
felt the Workings of their religious AﬀeQions, may 
( ſome of them at leaſt ) miſtake them for Grace in 
the Heart ; and haſtily conclude their own State is 


ſaſe; and now all their Concern is for others: They 


may be in great Concern for them, and have not the 
{ealt Fear about their own State; and we have reaſon

Nor is it poffible He ſhould aim at the Glory of 
GOD. in all his Ways and Behaviour as a Chriſtian, is 
required to do, if he has not this Charity. He never 
will ſeek the Honour and Glory of an Enemy: Self 
will te the ultimate End of all his Actions The great 
Idol of Self will ſwallow up all his Views, and employ 
all his Actions, and G OD will be neglected fo long 
as he don't love him. 


And ſo long as he is deſtitute of the love of GOD, 
he will be void of all true evangelical Repentance : 

He may have a legal Repeatance, and mourn for Sin 
as it expoſes him to eternal Pain and Torment: But 
if he does not love GOD, he never will mourn over 


his Sins, as they are againſt a holy, merciful and
